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A new, modern theatre will 
someday be constructed in Por- 
terville on property that was 
once classed as “‘swamp and ov- 
erflow land,’”’ as the result of a 
transaction completed this week 
through which the Principal 
Theatre Corporation of America 
purchased from Anna L. Hewey 
of Los Angeles the block of city 
property bordered by Second 
street, whesiaeiciy avenue and Mill 
street. 

A price in the vicinfty of $445 
per front foot was paid for the 
property. No plans have been 
announced by the Theatre cor- 
~poration as to when a theatre 
building might be constructed, 
since government restrictions 
still exist on buildings of that 
type. 

EARLY HISTORY 

Sale of the property recalls 
history dating back to 1856, 
when Peter Goodhue acquired 
40 acres of swamp and overflow 
land that included the present 
theatre corporation property. In 
1864, Daniel Murphy obtained 
the Goodhue land through a sale

conducted by Sheriff John Gill 
of Tulare county and Mr. Mur- 
phy sold the acreage, in 1867, to 


‘Porter Putnam, founder of the 


city of Porterville. 

Mr. Putnam mortgaged the 40 
acre piece in 1870 to Solomon 
and Simon Sweet, but redeemed 
the mortgage in 1872. In 1884, 
Mr. Putnam sold a portion of the 
property to B. A. Miller and in 
1889, sold another portion to W. 
T. Putnam. 

Another piece went to the 
county of Tulare in 1886 asa lo- 
eation for a jail and “lock-up.” 
The small rock building, located 
on the Theatre -. Corporation 
property that was formerly used 
as a city jail, is not the original 
jail built there. 

PROPERTY DIVIDED 

Following the death of Porter 
Putnam on October 21, 1889, the 
property was; divided between 
Mary Jane Putnam, his widow, 
and two sons, Willie Porter Put- 
nam and Frank Olivia Putnam. 

In 1893, Anna L. Carver ac- 
quired a piece of the property

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The cotton crop of 1948, for 
the first time in a generation, 
will return more that 2 million 
dollars to growers. Only in two 
prior years— 1918 and 1919— 
have cash receipts from cotton 
been this large. 

The domestic supply of cotton 
in 1947-48 is estimated at 14.2 
million bales, comprised of the 
1947 crop of 11.4 million, the 
carry-over at the beginning of 
the season of 2.4 million and 
“imports of, around 0.3 million 
bales. This supply, the smallest 
since 1923-24, in only 88 per- 
cent as large as last season. © 

Domestic mill consumption is 
expected to be about 8% mil- 
lion bales in 1947-47. This will 
be lower than. the 10-million- 
bale consumption last season 
but well above the 1935-39 aver- 
age of 6.9 million. Mill consump- 
tion in August through October 
1947 totalled 2,264,265 bales. 
This average daily use of 34, 
701 bales, adjusted for seasonal 
veriation, is equal to an annual 
rate of 9.2 million bales. How- 
ever, inventories of cotton tex- 
tiles at wholesale and retail lev- 
els are gradually coming into 
balance with demand. Also, our 
unusually large exports of cot- 
ton textiles*‘are expected to de-

Most livestock producers will 
do pretty well in 1948. They will 
sell less livestock, but good 
prices will hold cash receipts to 
a near record. Consumers will 
eat less meat than in 1947, but 
still much more than prewar.

per person, 10 pounds below 19- 
47. Smaller supplies of beef will 
bring most of the decline. At 
the same time, we will eat more 
beef per capita than in any re- 
cent year.

3. A reduction in amount or 
complete disappearance of stored 
starch in the roots. 

After losing most of their fol- 
iage and varying proportions of 
smaller twigs, such trees usu- 
ally reach a stage in which some 
new top and root growth takes 
plaée. Many trees remain alive 
for a period of several years in 
a condition of poor growth and 
production. 

COLLAPSE SYMPTON 

The second and most striking 
type of symptom is that describ- 
ed as ‘‘collapse.” 

Trees that appear quite normal 
may suddenly wilt. Within a 
period of a few days the trees 
may be dead or appear dead 
while still retaining nearly all 
the dry leaves and fruits, 

Many-collapse trees die. A few 
may later develop short, up- 
right, leafy twigs along the up- 
per surface of those limbs that 
do not die completely. Such trees 
rarely are able to maintain them- 
selves and frequently die later 
during a stress period of high 
temperatures. 

Research is being carried out 
to determine which dootstocks 
are not susceptible to the virus.

* Quick Decline 
Characteristics 
Discussed by Director

At present, between four and 
five thousand trees have been 
Planted for use in the studies 
of quick decline. For the most 
part these are budded trees— 
Valencia on sour root. It appears 
that seedling trees will not deve- 
lop symptoms of quick decline 
even though certain verities will, 
in all proability, be found to 
be earriers of the quick decline 
virus. 

PROGRESS SLOW 

Progress has been slow because 
symptoms do not appear on one- 
to two year old trees until 15 
months or longer after inocula- 
tion. Smaller trees are now being 
used in certain experiments. A 
sweet orange top is grafted onto 
sour orange seedlings having 
trunk diameters of from one- 
eighth to one-quarter inch. 


Such trees can be prepared 
in a relatively short time and 
it is hoped that after being in- 
oculated they will show symp- 
toms quicker than the larger 
trees. 

‘In the late summer of 1946, 
graft transmission experiments, 
started in June of 1945, showed 
conclusively that quick decline 
is a virus disease. 

A study, commenced two years 
before it was known that quick 
decline was a virus disease, dis- 
covered that more than 225 dif- 
ferent species of sucking insects 
were present in affectd areas. 
Perhaps not more than one spec- 
ies will be found to be capable 
of transmitting the virus. Ex- 
tensive experimental] studies are 
thus necessary to determine the 
role of insects in the spread of 
quick decline.

Board Opposes 
Bringing In 
Foot-Mouth Virus 


The State Board of Agricul- 
ture opposes the bringing into 
the United States foot and mouth 
virus for the purpose of experi- 
mentation or research in foot and 
mouth disease as would be au- 
thorized in several bills now be- 
ing considered by the Congress. 


Meeting in Sacramento this 
week, the board registered its 
opposition to proposals of the 
U. S. Department of Agricul- 
ture that research laboratories 
be set up on islands adjacent to 
the mainland, such as Long Is- 
land, N. Y., or San Clemente Is- 
land, California. 

A safer course of action, and 
a more practical one, Dr. C. U. 
Duckworth, Assistant State Dir- 


ector of Agriculture, advised the 


ing insect carriers of virus, the 
Riverside Experimental Station g___ 
erected a ‘“‘screen house” at one 
of the experimental] plots within 
the quick decline area. The 
screen is small enough to filter 
out practically all insects that 
could cause infection. Controlled 
inoculation test are now being 
conducted by entomologists of 
the Citrus Experimental Station. 
BRAZIL BXPERIMENT 

Experiments in Brazil have 
indicated an aphid to be the vir- 
us carrier of the disease, Tris- 
teza, which is similar to the Cal- 
ifornia orange tree quick decline. 

An aphid closely related to 
the Brazilian carrier is present 
in California and efforts are be- 
ing made to determined if this 
insect may be causing spread of 
the quick decline virus. 

Other insects, particularly sev- 
eral other aphids and leaf-hopper 


species, are also being tested as ~ 


carriers.

Irrigation Terms 
Are Defined 


Information sources followed 
by farmers are filled with irriga- 
ation materia] in this year of 
short rains.

Gilfillan thinks many grow- 
ers will want to understand 
some of the terms used by engi- 
neers in discussing irrigation 
problems. 

FIELD CAPACITY: The 
amount of water held by vwell- 
drained soil following irrigation. 

’ The moisture in a soil at field 
capacity is held by the soil par- 
ticles with a force greater than 
the force of gravity. 

PERMANENT WILTING 
PERCENTAGE: The moisture 
content of the soi] below which 
plants cannot readily obtain wa- 
ter. 

AVAILABLE MOISTURE: The 
amount of water taken by roots 
of plants before the permanent 
wilting percentage is reached. 

TRANSPIRATION: Loss of wa- 
ter taken up by the roots of 
plants and given off through the 
leaves and stems into the atmo- 
sphere. 

EVAPORATION: Moisture re- 
moved from the top few inches 
of soil by drying effect of the 
sun and winds.
